FIRE PREVENTION 


Chicago, April 2.—‘Fire protectior. 

of cut-over tands will solve the re- 
terestation problem” said A. D. Os- 
born, prominent Wisconsin lumber- 
man, in an address today before “the 
Izaak Walton League of America 
“Lands naturally re-stock themselves 
with timber if fire is kept out. The 
crime against timber has been the in- 
diiference of the public to the preven- 
tion and suppression of forest fires.” 
He said that experience is proving 
that no official fire detection and fire 
fighting force can guarantee that 
great acreages will not be burnec 
over at times unless there is also the 
cooperation of every resident, settler 
camper, hunter and fisherman, in thc 
prevention and early: detection . o1 
fires. “Only, 2% of forest fires. arc 
caused by’ tumbermen” said Mr. Os- 
born, “About 10%°' are ‘incendiary 
and 27% are caused by campers and 
smokers, . A citizenry which is alive 
to the losses caused by fires and ever 
ready to take precautions to preven. 
them, is worth more than an army of 
thousands in suppressing them after 
they have gained headway in a dry 
season.” ' 
’ He said that all authorities now 
agree that the solution of the fire 
problem is the real conservation issue 
and next to it is the problem of tim- 
ber taxation, which forces early cut- 
ting and makes re-growing unprofit- 
able. “Who can afford to grow a 
crop that can be harvested only at the 
end of a period running from 75 to 
250 years with annual taxes and no 
guarantee that fires and other risks 
ice eliminated.”

citizens, and he wished some of those who do not show proper respect 
for our land could be without those blessings for a period as he had 
been, and perhaps they would appreciate them more. 


This growing disrespect fcr law is a national menace assum- 
ing alarming proportions. It is reflected in the newspapers of crime 
news and too often we read of people sworn to uphold the laws being 
found guilty of helping break them. 


This country needs an awakened national consciousness! A 
feeling on the part of citizens that laws are made to be obeyed, wheth- 
er they suit the individual or not! A law should be enforced so long 


‘as it is alaw, ‘and if not a satisfactory law to the majority, it should 
~ be repealed, ¢ 


in a constitutional manner. Our citizens should place 
men in charge of law enforcement who will enforce the law without 
fear or favor. 

A certain amount of house-cleaning should be done by our 
courts. There is too much delay in law administration; too much 
laxity in passing sentence on men proven guilty of crime. Punish- 
ment under the law is primarily to protect society; secundarily, tu 
punish the guilty. But we are too often backwards in assuring ac- 
cused he shall have a fair trial. We allow maudlin sentiment to af- 
feet us as jurors, and in the courts permit teo much quibbling, Jaw 
technalities and other delays that inwart justice. A man accused of 
a crime should be proven guilty or innocent under the law without de- 
lay, rather than allow the case to .¢ drawn out over months or even 
years, .
